Now that’s a party! 

A fist-pumping, flag-waving crowd estimat- 
ed by the mayor’s office at 2 million squeezed 
into the Loop on a muggy Friday for a ticker- 
tape victory parade, two days after the Black- 
hawks claimed the franchise’s first Stanley 
Cup title since 1961. 

Hanging from streetlights and standing atop 
trash cans, crammed onto every inch of side- 
walk to see the NHL champions ride through 
downtown Chicago on double-decker buses, 
fans screamed in unison, “Let’s go, Hawks!” 

When the parade reached its destination at 
Michigan Avenue and Wacker Drive, the play- 
ers took the stage and showed no quit after 
two days of celebrating through the city’s bars 
and restaurants since arriving on a flight back 
from Philadelphia in the wee hours Thursday 

Kris Versteeg performed a celebratory rap, 
Jonathan Toews held the glistening Stanley 
Cup aloft, and Patrick Kane cracked a couple 
of jokes about his brushes with scandal over 
the past year. 

“Til tell you one thing,” Kane told the 
crowd. “I’ll try to keep my shirt on all summer. 
For all the cabdrivers out there, I love you.” 

The fans closest to the stage at the end 
of the parade had been there for at least six 
hours, forgoing water and bathroom breaks 
for a chance to be close to the Stanley Cup. 

“It means everything to me,” Rodolfo Frias 
said. “History is being made, and I’ve got a 
front-row seat to it.” 

An enormous cheer went up when a toothless 
Duncan Keith was projected on giant screens. 


A CALL FROM WASHINGTON 

President Obama called Blackhawks 
coach Joe Quenneville on Friday to 
congratulate him and the team, saying he 
was proud of them as a Chicagoan. 

“The pair joked that the president 
would now have bragging rights over 
Vice President [Joe] Biden, a Philadelphia 
Flyers fan,” the White Flouse said. “Fie 
reiterated that the Blackhawks’ victory 
was great for the city of Chicago and said 
he looked forward to welcoming the team 
at the White Flouse.” 

Obama, known to be a hoops fan above 
all, invited the Bulls to the White Flouse 
early in his term. But the Blackhawks will 
be the first Chicago franchise to come with 
some championship hardware, tribune 


“You don’t need teeth to drink champagne,” 
Donna O’Malley yelled. 

Ryan Millinowisch, 19, called in to work to 
say he had a fever. As he stood in the parade 
aftermath, he said he didn’t care that he had 
to tell a little white lie. 

“I have no regrets,” said the teenager, who 
works at his local park district. “This is more 
than I expected it to be. It was awesome.” 

The pinnacle of Millinowisch’s celebration 
was seeing the Stanley Cup. 

“I don’t even know how to explain it. It’s 
unreal,” Millinowisch said before he took off 
down the street screaming, “Go Hawks!”

There was a time when fast-talking Ben 
(Michael Douglas) owned his charisma. Ever 
since his doctor told him a heart irregular- 
ity could be serious, though, Ben has been a 
slave to his impulses, wrecking his marriage 
and career in car sales in the process. That 
continues as Ben sleeps with the teenage 
daughter (Imogen Poots) of his girlfriend 
(Mary-Louise Parker) and lies like it’s a talent 
he enjoys nurturing. 

The buzz: Depending on how you define 
living life to the fullest, you’ll either think 
Ben is a smooth operator with impressive 
notches on his bedpost or a major jackass 
who doesn’t deserve to see his ex Nancy (Su- 
san Sarandon), his daughter (Jenna Fischer) or 
her young son. Regardless, it’s good to see the 
return of Douglas— given a meatier starring 
role than 2007’s silly “King of California”— 


and writer/co-director Brian Koppelman 
(“The Girlfriend Experience”), who’s better 
with icy wit than naked honesty 

The verdict: To say Douglas commands 
“Solitary Man” is an understatement akin to, 
say “The Blackhawks had an OK year.” He 
brilliantly shows how Ben transitioned from 
a salesman to a cad, while all along being 
just a sheep in wolf’s clothing. The other 
performances are uniformly terrific, particu- 
larly Poots and Jesse Eisenberg as a college 
student who soaks up Ben’s wisdom. Tet the 
movie, which can be both too warm and too 
cold, never breaks through Ben’s shell. “Soli- 
tary Man” should lose the unconvincing late 
chat between Ben and Nancy and tone down 
Parker’s character, who seems to think she’s

Sweet summertime 


By Lisa Arnett 

Weeknights at Michigan Avenue tavern Sweetwa- 
ter, thirsty worker bees pile in to kick back over 
rounds of beer. Maybe it’s the lack of suit coats 
slung over chairs, but on weekends, the scene feels 
more leisurely We stopped in to see if the recently 
debuted brunch menu would prove better than the 
average bar brunch. 

Server says: Banana French toast and the 
hangover helper dish (right, a version of chilaquiles) 
were offered as personal favorites, though the latter 
came with a warning: “It’s awesome, but it’s huge.” 

We say: Both are delicious, but get them with a 
friend and share. The gooey, sugary-sweet French 
toast topped with butter-rum sauce and banana 
slices ($8.99) would be too cloying on its own, but 
proved a tasty foil to the spicy, sloppy chilaquiles, a 
heaping pile of tortilla chips soaked in spicy green 
tomatillo salsa and topped with red onions, jack 
cheese and two perfectly fried eggs ($11.99). 

Pass on: The beignets ($4.99). We had high 
hopes for these sugar-dusted squares (made accord- 
ing to the recipe of famed Cafe du Monde in New 
Orleans, according to the menu) but rather than 
achieving that perfect balance of crispy outside and 
fluffy inside, they were just chewy 


Back to basics: The menu’s not lacking in clas- 
sics, from standard eggs Benedict to customizable 
omelets and platters of eggs, bacon and sausage. 

Is it lunch time yet: The full lunch menu is served 
in addition to brunch dishes, so sandwich fans can 
opt for the Carolina-style pork sammie, a veggie- 
stuffed pita pocket or one of seven burgers. 

Day drinking: Cocktail snobs might want to skip 
the bloody mary ($10) and mimosa ($9) bars. Plas- 
tic carafes of juices plopped in a tub of ice makes 
for messy mimosa-making, and while juice choices 
range from pineapple to strawberry-banana, none 
is fresh-squeezed. And there’s no shame here in us- 
ing store-bought mix; it’s right out on the counter. 

WTF moment: No olives at the bloody mary 
bar? What gives? We were disappointed to find 
such a staple missing from an otherwise bountiful 
garnish lineup that includes celery, carrots, pickles, 
cornichons, salami, cheeses and especially tasty 
prosciutto-stuffed peppers. 

Crowd surfing: We dined among cargo short-clad 
guy groups watching the game du jour, sun-seeking 
locals, tourists fresh from Millennium Park and, 
yes, even child or two.

Celebrate season 
with asparagus

You think you know asparagus, that harbinger of spring? Did you know that 
asparagus is a member of the lily family, along with onions and garlic? Did you 
know that asparagus can grow up to io inches in a 24-hour period? 

Here are some other factoids you may find surprising about the spring vegetable. 


□ Asparagus historically was heralded as 
an aphrodisiac, probably because of its 
phallic shape. 

Recent research suggests eating 
asparagus can help ease hangovers 
and protect liver cells against alcohol’s toxins: 
It boosts levels of key enzymes that break 
down the alcohol. 

About 40 percent of people experience 
strong-smelling urine after eating 
asparagus, a sulfurlike odor that results from 
the digestion of certain amino acids. Some 
people are genetically unable to smell the 
odiferous urine. 


Five ounces of asparagus contain 
60 percent of the recommended daily 
intake of folic acid, which prevents heart dis- 
ease and birth defects. Other possible benefits 
include preventing cancer and urinary tract 
infections and easing arthritic pain. 

White asparagus comes from the same 
plant as green asparagus, but it is grown 
underground to block sunlight and prevent 
photosynthesis, thus inhibiting production of 
chlorophyll. Purple asparagus is genetically 
modified, but once you cook it, it turns green.

Corey Bohan might be best known for his 
brief appearances on MTV’s “The Hills,” but 
it’s hills of dirt that he cares about most. 

The laid-back Australian BMX star is 
aiming to jump, flip and pedal over plen- 
ty of them in Chicago this weekend as 
he joins more than 45 of the sport’s best 
athletes for Red Bull Stomping Ground. 
The competition is held Saturday at a dirt 
course built literally from the ground up 
in an empty industrial lot southeast of 
Wicker Park. Bohan chatted with RedEye 
about what life on two wheels is really like.

How dangerous is the sport? 

When you try to explain BMX dirt jumping 
to the average person, they instantly associ- 
ate it with young kids and little bikes, that 
kind of thing. But I think they’re surprised 
once they show up and see the size of these 
dirt jumps and the kind of tricks we do. They 
see we’re not kids. It’s very dangerous, but I 
guess so are a lot of things in life. 

How much have you actually gotten hurt 
doing BMX? 

I hate this question, if I could knock on 
some wood, I would, but ... I’ve been pretty 
lucky throughout my career. I’ve had tons 
of stitches because your shins are forever 
getting ripped up. I’ve broken my collarbone, 
sliced my spleen in half— that’s probably the 
worst injury I’ve had. But other than that, 
there’s just the battling that you do with your 
body everyday 

What* s the hardest trick you’ve pulled off? 

I think when I first learned the front flip, it’s 
really hard to spot your landing because of the 
rotation, and you don’t see the ground until 
you’re right over it. Other than that, things 
like opposite 360 variations are pretty hard.
